The resignation becomes effective imme- 


diately—at the request of President Coolidge. 


Official announcement was made at the 


White House shortly after 10:30 o'clock of the 
Attorney General's resignation and its accep- 
tance by the President. At the same time the 
White House made public the correspondence 
that passed between the president and Mr. 
Daugherty. 


Attorney General Daugherty is the second 


member of the Coolidge cabinet to fall victim 
to the era of investigation and scandal that has 
decended upon Washington in recent months^ 
the other being Secretary of the Navy Denb"y, 
who resigned under similar circumstances on 


j March 10. 


Coolidge Letter Demanding Resignation 


The following letter from the President to 


the Attorney General was made public: 


"My dear Mr. Attorney General: Since 


my conference with you I have examined the 
proposed reply you suggest making to the de- 
mand that you furnish the committee investi- 
gating the Department of Justice with files 
from that department, relating to litigation 
and to the bureau of investigation. 


"You represent to me and to the committee 


in your letter that it would not be compatible 
with the public interest to comply with the 
demand, and wish to conclude yourletter with 
a statement that I approve that position. Cer- 
tainly I approve the well re-established prin- 
ciple that departments should not give out 
information or documents, where such a course 
would be detrimental to the public interest and 
this principle is always peculiarly applicable 
to your department which has such an intimate i 
relation to the administration of justice. But 
you will readily perceive that I am unable to \ 
form an independent judgment in this instance i 
without a long and intricate investigation of : 
voluminous papers, which I cannot personally j 
make, and so I should be compelled to follow; 
the usual practice in such cases and reply on 
your advice as Attorney General and head of 
the Department of Justice. 


"But you will see at once that the commit- 


tee is investigating your personal conduct and 
since you have become an interested party and 
the committee wants these papers because o 
a claim that they disclose your personal 
conduct 
of

Assuming 


that 
the 
request of the committee is 


appropriately limited to designate files, still 
the question will always be the same in view 
of the fact that the inquiry relates to your per-. 
sonal conduct, you are not in a position to give 
to me or to the committee what would be clisin-! 
terested advice as to public interest. You have 
a personal interest in this investigation which 
is being made of the conduct of yourself and, 
your office, which may be in conflict with your 
official interests as the Attorney General. 


"I am not questioning your firmness or in- 


tegrity. I am merely reciting the facts that 
you are placed in two positions, one your per- 
sonal interest, the other your office of Attorney 
General which may be in conflict. How can I

nature on the grounds that you, as Attorney 
General advise against it, when you as the in- 
dividual, against whom the inquiry is directed, 
necessarily have a personal interest in it. I do 
not see how you can be acting for yourself in 
your own defense in this matter, and at the 
same time and on the same question acting as 
my adviser as attorney general.

Undoubtedly, Sinclair's counsel knows what he 


is doing. If he does not, he is less of a lawyer than 
he has been credited with being. But we can hardly 
see what is to be gained by the course of action he has 
advised his client to Lake. -in-such cases, inferences 
are perfectly natural; and the inference that people 
generally will make is that Sinclair knows something 
he does not want to tell, and that the danger of fac" 
ing a short prison term is less than the danger of re- 
vealing a situation so damning that it would stir the 
disgust of the whole country. 


If that inference is correct, and it seems to be the 


only inference that can be made, then Sinclair's coun- 
sel has advised his client wisely. If Sinclair knows 
nothing that seriously incriminates him or others, it 
would have been the part of wisdom to have testified. 


It may be that there is the hope that by dragging; 


out the proceedings over a greater length of time, such 
as is inevitable if the courts have to be appealed to— 
with the prospect of carrying the matter to the Su- 
preme Court—that the acute situation now existing 
•will have passed, and the whole matter be dropped* 
That is always the expectation of those who take ad- 
vantage of the law's delay. People do tire, and people 
soon forget. One bit of arresting news easily drives 
out a preceding bit that engaged the attention of the 
country. This may be the hope of Sinclair's counsel. 


There is now going on in the country an attempt 


to awaken the disgust of the people with the present 
attitude of the Senate to investigate certain alleged 
corruptions in high life. The papers are full of it. If 
the Senate can be discredited in the eyese of the peo- 
ple, much will have been accomplished to minimize 
any adverse judgment they may make concerning 
those who are now under fire. However, we believe 
that the people are not going to be fooled by drawin°- 
a red hemng along the trail. The man on the street 
if we have an ear to listen to him, is making up his 
mind that there are some things that are rotten in 
.Washington, and there are many Republicans who 
still hold the party sacrosanct who believe that the 
rascals in the ranks should be shown up and turned 
out.

Alert Farmers, Records Say. 


The average Ohio farmer made 


more money last year than he did 
the year before. Though the in- 
crease was slight in some coun- 
ties, in a few counties the more 
alert farmers made a dollar a day 
more in 1923 than in 1922. 


This report, bearing out an im- 


pression found in most parts of 
the states, is based on farm rec- 
ords summarized and compared 
at extension schools in more than 
50 Ohio counties within the past 


Rfpat. an increase as any, reports 
<'- H. Arnold, extension economist. 


Of these 14 farmers, all alert 


business men," continues Mr- Ar- 
nold, "only five had smaller net 
farm incomes for 1923 than for 
1922. 


"On the average they made a 


dollar a day more last year than 
the year before.

gain in net farm income for 1923 
ovr.r 1922 was 5352. That is, in
